Claims 11-18 are withdrawn from further consideration because they are drawn 
to non-elected subject matter.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-10 are drawn to " A structure". It is not clear what applicant means by a 
structure. The only mention of "a structure" in the specification is " a TFT structure ". If 
this is what applicant is referring to, please insert the " TFT" before structure in the 
claims for clarity and definiteness. If the structure is not a TFT structure then applicant 
should explain exactly what is meant by this term and what it encompasses. 

The word, "preferably" in claim 2 is impermissible claim language because it is 
indefinite. 

The variables, n and R, in claim 1 are undefined.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concis^and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for some polar functionalities, does not reasonably 
provide enablement for all and every polar functionality known. The specification does 
not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most 
nearly connected, to make and use the invention commensurate in scope with these 
claims. 

The specification lacks adequate support and enablement for all polar

functionalities and only gives a few examples which is not seen how this cannot be 
extrapolated to all polar functionalities without reasonable evidence that all would work 
as claimed, especially in light of the fact that the behavior of a given chemical group in 
certain or particular environments are usually unpredictable. Hence, it would require 
undue experimentation for one of ordinary skill the art at the time the application was 
filed to find out which polar functionalities other than those disclosed would work as 
claimed. As a result, the enablement for this term is not commensurate in scope to the 
claims as recited.

It is suggested that applicant limit this term in Markush language to the actual 
polar groups contemplated such as those recited in claims 4-1 0.
